The dress code was hopeful— 
people were directed to get Vote NO shirts from Minnesotans United 
for All Families. Great idea. I scanned the crowds and saw one here 
and there. Wander, wander, wander—there's one. Wander. Wander. 
Okay...there weren't many. I was disheartened. There I was, taking 
a survey of a cross-section of our state. People as far as the eye could 
see and nary a Vote NO shirt on one of them. Was I looking at a 
representative sample of our state? God, I hope not. 

With crumbs and cream of Ole's Cannolis still on my lips, I 
checked the State Fair App for where the Minnesotans United for AII 
Families stand was located so I could go get my own Vote NO shirt. 
Searching in "Merchandise," I found out the stand was on Cooper, 
over by Dan Patch. These names make sense when looking at a State 
Fair map...or when being a really good pointer, as I found out. 

Making my way to the little orange Vote NO booth was easier 
planned than done. Turns out, it had the longest line that I would 
stand in at the entire Fair. What a great problem to have! Here were 
my people! They were walking away with t-shirts and fans and but- 
tons and stickers. When it was my turn to get my goods, I confirmed 
that what I'd heard was true—they didn't have a t-shirt in my size. 
(Tve told you before how I'm a large Nordic woman; it makes sense 
that I shop for dress shoes with the drag queens and could probably 
tussle over t-shirts with the bears.) I'm hopeful that they'll order 
some larger shirts for the larger people—there are still two months 
left for us to wear them (and we make for more impressive walking 
billboards...I'm just saying). So, I dejectedly left with a Vote NO fan 
and went on my merry way. 

Because of my Vote NO fan, I wasn't really alone the rest of my 
time at the Fair. In the blazing sun, that fan was used and abused. 
No fewer than ten times, I was stopped and asked where I got the 
it. Each time, the person asking surprised me. An older woman, a 
younger couple, a punky kid who didn't look like he should care. I 
got schooled just by letting myself notice who was noticing the Vote 
NO fans. I did a lot of pointing, a bit of showing on the map, and a 
whole lot of hand gesturing to show where Cooper is in relation to 
other landmarks. 

As I was walking to the parking lot where I'd abandoned my Jeep 


earlier in the day, I was stopped one last time. This time, it wasn't just 
surprise that halted me—l had to actually stop and understand what 
was going on. А woman in a scooter was signing to me. It took me a 
beat or two to realize it, but once I started watching her motions and 
reading her lips, it was clear that she was asking me where I got my 
Vote NO fan, though I don't really know American Sign Language. I 
paused and tried to mouth the word clearly as I pointed yet again in 
the direction of “Cooper.” From her expression, it didn't look like 
Га conveyed it clearly. I tried again, “COOOOOPER.” Not louder, 
just more pronounced. Nope. Then it dawned on me. I sign-spelled 
“С-О-О-Р-Е-К.” She smiled and nodded. I don't know how I remem- 
bered the alphabet that I learned in elementary school, but we did 
it. We had a conversation about Voting NO in a matter of a minute of 
time on a sweaty afternoon in August. 

She signed "thank you." I returned the gesture, and we both went 
on our ways, smiling. 

Looking around as she went the direction of the Vote NO booth 
and I went the direction of my Jeep, I felt a new sense of hope for 
November. Though I still couldn't see many Vote NO t-shirts in the 
crowd, I know knew that there were plenty of people feeling that sen- 
timent...plenty of people wanting to show their signs of support for 
Voting NO. 

And I remain hopeful.

Separation of Church and Hate: Continuing Conversations 


ONE САМТ help but notice that most objections to legalizing 
same-sex marriage are religion-based. An opponent simply parrots, 
“It says in Leviticus" or, “It says in..." wherever the objector has 
seized upon his or her opinion. 

There's no point in listing here all the things that have been cher- 
ry-picked from the Bible and used over and over again against gays 
(lesbians, not so much) by the so-called religious right. However val- 
id, however well thought out one's own arguments may be, they will 
not be considered. Anti-gays will continue to twist words to suit their 
bias, not caring that Chick-fil-A's bacon and sausage breakfasts are 
doubly ёе for Jewish Old Testament kosher-keepers and Christians 
insistent on the Bible's inerrancy alike. 

So don't waste your words. It's but a moment until November 6, 
and there are plenty of religious folks in various faiths who know, work 
with or are related to, gays. They are willing to listen, to question, to 
discuss and want their gay neighbors to have the civil rights due all 
Minnesota's citizens. Open conversations with those who may have 
concerns but who believe that gay people have the same legal rights to 
marriage, home and family protections as they currently enjoy. 

Тһе most important thing to discuss is the need for the separation 
of church and state that was the goal of the our nation's founding fa- 
thers. Make it clear that future laws allowing same-sex marriages in 


no way means that a church, synagogue, mosque, or other religious 
group will be forced to perform a same sex wedding if its leaders do 
not choose to do so. 

More and more churches are willing to perform same sex mar- 
riages if that is what a couple wants, but, just as in a heterosexual 
marriage, it is not the religious ceremony that legalizes the bond but 
the state's certificate. Without registering a marriage with the state, 
ло couple is legally married. Many heterosexual couples totally forgo 
areligious wedding. 

Today many people of faith are realizing that denying other citizens 
their rights on religions grounds is not only unfair and wrong, but is a 
situation where religion subsumes the state. They are open to discuss 
gay marriage, to listen, to seek solutions. These are the people who we 
should engage in conversations, to open ourselves and share our lives: 
show that gays harbor no hidden "agendas" other than every citizen's 
open "agenda" for the right to be able to marry the partner (One. Ни- 
man.) of our choice and a chance to live life to the full, enjoying the myr- 
iad federal and state protections that our heterosexual neighbors do. 

Speak out to friends who have questions, urge other gays and les- 
bians to engage in conversations at work, at home. Our voices need to 
be raised to make a difference. Consider what will happen if we don't. 

Vote NO in November. O

A SEXY CONVERSATION 
WITH THE FOLKS FROM 


FOR A GOOD TIME, CALL... 


Gay film director Jamie Travis's marvelous new comedy, For A Good 
Time, Call..., rejects the idea that sex is bad. When two women set up a 
phone sex business you may think that they will magnetize only the scum 
of the earth. But the writers, actors, and director puncture that seedy 
stereotype and take a deeper and much funnier view of sex and intimacy. 
I got to chat with Travis, co-writer and lead actress Lauren Anne Miller 
(whose husband Seth Rogen also appears in the film), co-writer Katie 
Anne Naylon, and the other terrific lead actress, Ari Graynor. 


John: I love this film's overt sexuality and 
sweet personality. So many kinds of sexual 
expression and things like phone sex, kink, 
fetishes, etc. are systematically stigmatized 
in our culture. Even now, all these years af-

ter the Sexual Revolution. I loved how you 
all show that sexuality is wonderful and can 
be fun and a legitimate way to connect with 
others. But sex so often gets a bad rap. 
Lauren: One of the things that makes

me crazy is that you can get a PG-13 rating 
for a movie where someone shoots someone 
else in the head, or they blow up their house, 
or they set them on fire, or something awful. 
As long as there's not too much blood you 
can get a PG-13. 

So, God forbid, you talk about sex, which 
is something that all human beings, in theo- 
ry, do at some point-if you're lucky-and sud- 
denly that gets an R rating. You can't talk 
about something that everyone does. But 
if you showcase something that someone 
should never do, like shooting someone in 
the head, that's allowed. 

Ari: АП of the movies about the end of 
the world, the apocalypse. People preying 
on people's worst fears. Where people die in 
films or get killed in films, where it's so plen- 
tiful that no one even talks about it anymore. 

Jamie: Our film is kind've the opposite 
of the horror film paradigm when the first 
girl who has sex is punished by being mur- 
dered and it's always the virgin that sur- 
vives this mass murder. We're kind of the 
opposite in that we're a celebration of sex 
and the more the Katie and Lauren charac- 
ters embrace sexuality, whether it's on the 
phone or real life, they become more com- 
plete versions of themselves. 

John: As I was watching the film I 
thought about how lonely people are and 
that too often you can't reach out for sex with 
any ease in this society unless, say, you are a 
gay or bi man and you go to a cruising area, 
which can be fraught with problems. Or for 
whatever your orientation is, singles bars 
and other places to meet others, are fraught 
with their particular problems and obstacles 
as well. It shows the poignancy of how we 
can't really talk about sexual needs and de- 
sires. We're conditioned to miscommunicate 
about sexual desires and needs. There's also 
this tendency to stigmatize sex automatically 
as shallow. But it can also be a corridor to

Katie: I think you're right to bring up 
intimacy because I think that's what comes 
up through the Katie and Sean characters. 
I've shown you my short film. Well you got 
through my essay I wrote. And they start 
to reveal themselves to each other and tell 
each other things.

But es- 
sentially, what he says is that it's completely 
normal for everyone to have some kind of 
fetish, these ideas of whatever a fetish can 
mean, as long as it doesn't become an ob- 
session. It's (a fetish) completely within the 
realm of human sexual exploration and peo- 
ple are incredibly judgemental about sex in 
every way I think. And I do think it's fun to 
poke a little fun at that and open it up - that it 
doesn't have to be such a ‘to do’. 

Lauren: The term I learned was ‘polymor- 
phously perverse' - the thing that you would 
find abnormal is often the thing that turns you 
on. And I think that for so many people that's 
their sexual thing. And to bring that out in the 
open and make fun of it and bring it out there, 
like that's really cool to do. And I'm glad we did 
that and get a laugh out of it. 

John: Yes. But it wasn't like you are 
ridiculing it. You found the natural humor 
in something that's intrinsic to our human 
sexual nature. O

WHEN ANDY approached me regarding 
this feature it instantly brought movies to 
mind that featured iconic foods we all seem 
to remember. Deciding on the dishes was 
the easy part, now came the recipe creation. 
I remember asking myself “Where am I go- 
ing to find fava beans?” and “How do I incor- 
porate SPAM into meatloaf?” Well, it took 
several tries yet I have to admit the results 
turned out surprisingly well. 

Two of the recipes made my head churn 
more than the other though. For the fava 
beans with Chianti from The Silence of the 
Lambs, I had to consider that Hannibal Lech- 
ter was a food snob, so the dish needed to be 
upscale. I also wanted this recipe to double 
asamain course or side dish. The other, and 
probably most challenging dish, was the infa- 
mous meatloaf Annie Wilkes made for Paul 
in Misery. Again, I needed to consider the life 
this person really lived, her means, the avail- 
ability of ingredients, as well as her quirky 
personality. Annie definitely considered her- 
self a good cook, yet she lived in a remote 
Colorado mountain town; the basics with an 
odd twist was what I had to configure. 

Тһе remaining recipes are dishes I have 
made many times and are regulars at my 
table, but also happen to be a chocolate pie 
from The Help and fried green tomatoes 
from Fried Green Tomatoes. I did add one 
dish that does not come from any actual 
movie, yet is derived from a movie staple: 
hot buttered popcorn. My mom used to 
make a popcorn cake when I was young, 
only she would fill it with spiced gumdrops, 
which I hated. My sister recently turned me 
on to Hot Buttered Popcorn Jelly Belly Jelly 
Beans, so I combined the two and decided to 
"frost" the cake with melted white chocolate. 

I hope these recipes inspire you as they 
did me.

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Heat electric skillet to 375 degrees filled with 
roughly 1/2c of peanut oil. Slice and remove 
the green tomatoes' tops and bottoms, then 
quarter middle sections into four evenish slic- 


es. Most green tomatoes are roughly 3 around. 


Place on a sheet pan that has been lined with 
paper towels and generously season with salt, 
pepper and sugar. 


While oil is heating and tomatoes are sitting, 
mix together: 

Bowl 1- 

1 1/2 c. buttermilk 

3 eggs 

1/2 tsp. salt 


Bowl 2- 

1 c. flour 

1 c. cornmeal (I prefer Bob's Red Mill) 
1/2 tsp. salt 


1 tsp. pepper 


Using one hand (keeping the second 
hand clean), dip tomato slice into buttermilk 
mixture and then dredge into flour/cornmeal 


mixture one by one. Place gently into hot oil, 
making sure not to add more than six slices at 
a time since it will drop the oil temperature. 
Fry for 2 minutes first side/1 1/2 minutes on 
the second side. Place onto a paper-towel 
lined tray or dish and season generously with 
salt and pepper. They remain hot for a long 
time, so do not worry about serving immedi- 
ately. Enjoy! 


Fava Beans with Chianti 


“A census taker once tried to test me. I ate 
his liver with some fava beans and a nice Chi- 
anti." There was no way I could not include 
this famous dish referenced in The Silence 
of the Lambs. I wanted to create a dish that 
could either be eaten on its own or enjoyed 
as a side dish. I honestly think this would 
also be fantastic served on crostini. The 
fava beans are surprisingly easy to find at 
your local supermarket in the dried beans 
section; these are from Bob's Red Mill. To 
reconstitute them I placed them in my pres- 
sure cooker with 5 c. water, 1 tbsp. oil, 1 tsp. 
sea salt, 1 sprig of fresh rosemary, and 4 
sprigs of fresh thyme. I cooked them for ten 
minutes and was gentle to try and not break 
them up too much—they are quite fragile 
in this state, so I did not add them until the 
very end of making the dish. Obviously if 
you can find fresh fava beans, that would be 
preferred. 


To a medium sauté pan І added: 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

1 red onion, halved and medium sliced 

1 package sliced baby bella mushroom 

leaves from 1 sprig of fresh rosemary 

leaves from 4 sprigs of fresh thyme 

4 c. fresh fava beans (OR read the recipe above 
for preparing dried) 


| sautéed this until the mushrooms had re- 
leased most of their moisture and the onions 
softened. Then | removed the dish from the 
stove and added: 

1 tsp. sea salt 

zest of 1 lemon 

cooked fava beans 


| gently stirred the mixture to combine, trying 
not to break the beans up too much. | topped 
each portion with fresh Parmesan cheese that 
| cut using a vegetable peeler. This is made 
easier if you pull the Parmesan out when you 
begin making the dish. 

Of course | served it with Gionelli Chianti with 
its iconic raffia-wrapped bottom.

1 tsp. dried basil 

1 tsp. dried parsley 

1/2 tsp. crushed red pepper 


Fresh Tomato Sauce: 

4 large tomatoes, deseeded, pulp removed and 
chopped 

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 

1 tsp. dried basil 

1 tsp. dried parsley 

1/2 tsp. crushed red pepper 


To make the sauce, place all of the ingredients 
into a large fry or sauté pan over medium- 
low heat, simmering/cooking until tomatoes 
release most of their moisture, stirring 
occasionally. This process takes roughly 20 
minutes. Set aside.

oatmeal, garlic powder, basil, parsley, and 
crushed red pepper together, stirring with 
afork. Set aside so oatmeal can absorb 
moisture. 

Grate SPAM using the large holes of a box 
grater and mix gently together with ground 
beef. Add in oatmeal mixture and combine. 
Form into a loaf shape and place into a 1 lb. 
loaf pan. Bake in a 375 degree oven for 45 
minutes. Remove from oven and carefully 
place fresh tomato sauce on top, gently press- 
ing it on top to adhere. Place back into oven 
and bake for 20 more minutes then remove 
from oven and allow to rest for 15 minutes 
before serving. 


The Help Dark Chocolate 


Cream Pie 
“No! No. No. No, Miss Walters. That’s Miss 
Hilly’s special pie." If you've seen The Help, 


you know what makes the pie so special. 
But, we'll leave that ingredient in the movie. 
Intense and dark, this chocolate cream pie is 
sure to satisfy even the most devout choco- 
holic around. This deep flavor is created by 
using unsweetened cocoa powder and bit- 
tersweet chocolate. To keep the whipped 
cream stable I incorporate half a package of 
unflavored gelatin in with the mixture, add- 
ing the gelatin to half of the heavy whipping 
cream, heating it up in the microwave in a 
liquid measuring up to activate the gelatin, 
then letting it cool to room temperature and 
finally adding it to the remaining cold cream 
and whipping it in a chilled bowl. 


Crust: 

1 1/2 c. flour 

2 tbsp. sugar 

1/2 tsp. salt 

8 tbsp. cold, unsalted butter - diced 
2 tbsp. water 


In a food processor, pulse together flour, 
sugar, and salt until combined - then add 
diced butter and pulse until butter is in small, 
pea-sized pieces. Drizzle water over mixture 


and then pulse until mixture holds together. 
Form into a ball and place on a silpat, flatten 
into a round disc, and then place a second 
silpat on top. Using a french rolling pin, roll 
into a 12D circle and place into a 9D pie рап 
trimming edge and finishing/crimping to your 
desire. Use a fork to prick holes in bottom and 
place in refrigerator to chill while you make 
filling. 

After chilling for 15-20 minutes, line the dough 
in the pie dish with foil and fill with dried 
beans (this is called blind baking) and bake in 
a 350 degree-preheated oven for 20 minutes, 
then remove foil and beans and place back into 
the oven for another 15-20 minutes until crust 
begins to lightly color.

Melt marshmal- 
lows and butter in a medium saucepan 
over medium heat until marshmallows 

are almost melted. Remove from heat and 
stir until marshmallows have completely 
melted, then add vanilla bean paste. Pour 
over popcorn mixture and stir to combine. 
Last, sprinkle with sea salt and stir again 
to incorporate. Place into prepped tube pan 
and press down firmly to compact the cake. 
Allow to rest for two hours, then invert 
onto plate. 


Melt white chocolate in a double boiler 
and when fully melted, remove from stove 
and, using a spatula, drizzle and spread 
white chocolate over top of cake. Allow to 
sit until chocolate has cooled and set onto 
cake. Serve. L1

ALABAMA'S GULF SHORE - THE LURE OF 
THE ‘BAMA SHORE 


Lots of bird-watching here on the sunny shores of Alabama’s Mobile Bay: herons, ea- 
gles, pelicans...and snowbirds. Year-round, waterfront hotels and rental condos invite us 
Yankees to slow our heart rates lounging on the powder sand, eyeing the Alpha gulls per- 
form their self-important strut, dolphins arcing in the distance, sand crabs scuttling, and, if 
you're lucky, turtles hatching under the full moon. 

Lots of ways to savor the water, starting with a lazy paddle in kayaks through the bayous 
of Wolf Bay, watching for the occasional manatee as eagles swoop above the pines and mul- 
lets leap from mirrored waters. 


Join a sunset cruise on the bay, or head out 
in the morning with the skipper to reel in foot- 
long groupers. Or sign on as guest of the fish- 
ermen themselves as they haul in shrimp nets, 
hoist crab traps, and lean their long-handled 
pincers into the sand in a hunt for oysters. 

Harvesting seafood is a great you-know- 
you're-not-in-Minnesota experience. Eating 
it is even better here, where—talk about 
fresh!—it practically leaps onto your plate. 
Shrimp! Oysters! Crab! Rinse and repeat. 
Next up: tuna, flounder, grouper—plus 
conch, gator and who-knows-what-all for the 
intrepid palate. 

When we finally snag a table (the line 
stretches down the block) at a homey shack 
called King Neptune, we learn from longtime 
owner Al Sawyer the difference between 
what passes for shrimp Up North and the 
real deal. Two words: Red Royals. They're 
far sweeter than their puny kin—almost like 
lobster—and АІ goes through thousands of 
pounds each week. Plus oysters, crab claws, 
seafood po' boys, slabs of tuna, pots of gum- 
bo. It pays to heed your waitress's advice: 
“Save room for the key lahm pah, darlin’,” 
she counsels. “It's homemade." 

King Neptune swears by brown food— 
deep-fried the way God, or at least grandma, 
intended. But over at Gulf Shores Steamer, 
we encounter that slashed-circle sign dese- 
crating the word "fried," for its owner prefers 
to honor the clean taste of the seafood itself, 
as proven by his grilled crab cakes topped 
with crawfish tails. Or the mountain of Red 
Royals. Or the blush-pink tuna steak. Not 
to mention shoals of raw oysters served up 
with just a squirt of lemon. 

At The Compleat Angler, in Fairhope, a 
few miles from Orange Beach, where we've 
been eating, chef Zack also swears by brown, 
as in conch fritters, gator balls, fried crab 
claws. But also in the deep-Southern flavors 
of a vinegary gumbo and homemade pecan- 
orange-mango pie. Says Zack, "I'm one of ten 
kids, so I had to learn to hunt and cook or 
Td go hungry. Now, I can't walk away from 
something I love so much. Everybody's hap- 
py when they're around food." 

Here on the Gulf Shore, seafood is the 
great equalizer, as at Tacky Jack's. Or Flo- 
ribama, straddling the state lines, where it's 
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even tackier. And then there's Voyageur, a 
romantic, white-tablecloth retreat aside the 
sea, serving shrimp and grits taken up a 
notch and delicate whole flounder. Not far 
away, Ginny Lane Grill, a trendy hangout 
with local art on the walls and evident in the 
kitchen, we dined on fried green tomatoes 
topped with shrimp; gumbo in another tasty 
variation of that culinary icon; and red beans 
with rice sided by spicy sausage and collard 
greens. Oh, and pah. 

Lots of ways to walk off the guilt, start- 
ing with a stroll through Bellingrath Gar- 
dens—65 gorgeous acres that served as a 
fishing camp until the owner's wife got tired 
of making do. So, with the fortune his Coca 
Cola franchise provided, she planted azaleas, 
roses, camellias, lilies and hibiscus in glori- 
ous profusion along the river, then built a 
15-room getaway (open to visitors), which 
she stuffed with enviable antiques, including 
Queen Victoria's desk, items once owned by 


Sir Thomas Lipton, and a melodeon played 
by a Methodist circuit-riding preacher. 

ТаКе the 30-minute ferry ride to Dauphin 
Island's bird sanctuary to catch the spring 
and fall migrations and wintertime's Bright 
Warblers, “the Christmas tree ornaments of 
the woods," says birder Ron McKee. "This is 
their last fuel stop before the Gulf of Mexi- 
co. I’m ап island resident, and the only rea- 
son is the birds. Never mind the hurricanes; 
they keep me here." 

Robert Dixon's interest doesn't focus on 
the sky, it's on the water. He's a scientist at 
Sea Lab, where exhibits range from prehis- 
toric ocean critters like the 30-foot mosasaur, 
which once inhabited Mobile Bay, to tanks 
teeming with alligators, snakes, lobsters, 
and all sorts of fish. Rob's eyes twinkle even 
brighter as he coaxes kids to pat the jellyfish 
and sand crabs in their open bins. 

But the main attraction on the island is cer- 
tainly Fort Gaines, famed for its role in the Bat-

tle of Mobile Bay during the War Between the 
States. Five flags salute its former owners— 
first France, then England, then Spain, the U. 
S. in 1813, and the Confederates in 1861, says 
Park Ranger Joseph, sweating in his woolen 
re-enactment garb. We tour its working black- 
smith shop, then hold our ears as Joseph gives 
a cannon demo that rattles the walls. 

Over at nearby Fort Morgan, Mike Daley 
is also garbed in the heavy wool required all 
summer back in the day. The last big battle 
of the War of 1812 was waged here, when 
it became the troops' mission to safeguard 
New Orleans from the British, who planned 
to use Mobile Bay as a take-off point. It's also 
the site of one of the largest battles of the 
Civil War, when Admiral Farragut uttered 
his famous “Damn the torpedoes...” cry. 

Here we're given a look at everyday fort 
life, including homes carved into the ram- 
parts for women who did the soldiers' wash, 
and barracks holding sets of bunks, two to 
a bed (but eight to a single toothbrush, ac- 
cording to Mike). He fires the musket he's 
shouldering. Kids squeal. 

A final swing to tiny Fairhope, through 
fields lush with cotton balls and peanut plants 
before we hit the cutest Main Street you'll 
ever hope to see. Fairhope was launched by 
a dreamer from Iowa who planned a Utopian 
community. Today it's flush instead with art- 
ists, whose galleries range from elegant to 
awful, and antiques stores acting as show- 
rooms for museum-quality finds. We head to 
the pier for one last grand-slam sunset.

Three Transgender Women Flee Mexico To Escape 
Transphobia in "Crossing Over” 
On Top reports that the documentary Crossing Over 
looks at the lives of three transgender Mexican women as 
they seek political asylum in the United States to escape 
transphobia in their homeland. Francis Murillo, Brenda 
Gonzalez and Abigail Madariaga fled Mexico and are now 
living in Los Angeles to escape the stigma, discrimination, 
and persecution associated with being transgender in the 
highly Catholic nation. The documentary is the first for 
director Isabel Castro, a Mexican immigrant who recently 
graduated from NYU's Tisch School of the Arts.

GLBT WORLD NEWS! 


NBC's Salt Lake City Affiliate Won't Air Gay-Themed Comedy "The New Normal" 

ABC News reports that for the second year in a row, NBC's affiliate in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, has opted not to air one of the network's new series, a comedy about a 
surrogate mother who moves in with a gay couple to help them have a child. Speak- 
ing with Deseret News, the CEO of KSL's parent company cited what he deemed to 
be crude language and explicit content as the reason for the decision. He said, “For 
our brand, this program simply feels inappropriate on several dimensions, especially 
during family viewing time." The Gay & Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation has 
also called attention to the ban. The president of GLAAD is quoted in the article as 
saying, "While audiences, critics and advertisers have all supported LGBT stories, 
KSL is demonstrating how deeply out of touch it is with the rest of the country." 


49ers Become First NFL Team To Record Anti-Gay Bullying Video 

The Sacramento Bee reports that the 49ers followed the baseball Giants by be- 
coming the first team in their league to record an “It Gets Better” video condemning 
anti-gay violence and bullying. The minute-long segment features defenders Donte 
Whitner, Ahmad Brooks, Isaac Sopoaga and Ricky Jean Francois. The video, which 
was filmed in the spring, came about after fan Sean Chapin gathered more than 
16,000 signatures on Change.org that encouraged the 49ers to become the first NFL 
team to make one. A team spokesman said the anti-bullying message fits the mission 
of the 49ers Foundation, which is to “Keep kids safe, on track, and in school.” 


T-Mobile Endorses Gay Marriage In Washington State 

On Top Magazine reports that T-Mobile USA on Monday announced it would back 
Referendum 74, the Washington state ballot measure which if approved would uphold 
a gay marriage law enacted by lawmakers. According to the Bellevue Patch, T-Mobile 
will donate $25,000 to Washington United for Marriage, the campaign to approve Ref- 
erendum 74 in November. Jim Alling, interim CEO of T-Mobile, said in a statement: 
"T-Mobile has a long-standing focus on creating an inclusive workplace environment 
for our employees." *Our support of this issue is a reflection of our culture, how we do 
business, and our belief in the fair and equitable treatment of all employees." 


2-ENGLAND 
Manchester LGBT Pride Parade Draws Thousands 

San Diego LGBT Weekly reports that thousands lined the streets of Manchester's 
city center to watch one of the U.K.’s largest LGBT Pride parades, this past weekend. 
Locals and visitors alike defied the forecasted rain to turn out in the thousands to 
support this year’s Manchester Pride parade, featuring more than 100 participat- 
ing companies, individuals, sponsors, and local lifestyle, political, and professional 
organizations. Many of the entrants were inspired by this year's theme of Queer'd 
Science and the centenary of the birth of Alan Turing, the mathematician and found- 
ing father of modern cognitive science who was persecuted for his homosexuality. 


3-FRANCE 
France's Gay Marriage Bill To Be Introduced In October 

The Huffington Post reports that if all goes according to plan, France could be- 
come the ninth European country to legalize gay marriage by 2013. French Prime 
Minister Jean-Marc Ayrault confirmed in an address to Socialist Party members Sat- 
urday that lawmakers plan to introduce national legislation in October that would 
allow same-sex couples to tie the knot. Not only do numerous polls indicate that 
French citizens support gay marriage, but President Francois Hollande declared his 
support for both marriage equality and adoption rights for lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender (LGBT) couples during his campaign, as reported by Le Monde. 


4-МЕХІСО 
Mexican States Ordered To Honor Gay Marriages 

The New York Times reports that the Mexican Supreme Court ruled Tuesday 
that each of the country's 31 states must recognize same-sex marriages registered in 
Mexico City, potentially giving gay and lesbian couples full matrimonial rights na- 
tionwide. On Tuesday, the court went a step further, ruling 9 to 2 against a complaint 
from the attorney general's office, which had said that other jurisdictions should not 
be required to honor marriages that were performed in Mexico City. 

While the court made it clear that state governments were not obligated to enact 
same-sex marriage laws of their own, it did require them to recognize the legality of 
such marriages performed in Mexico City. 


5-UGANDA 
Play About Gay Man Staged In Conservative Uganda 

WHEC.com reports that a play that revolves around the turbulent life of a gay 
man in Uganda is being staged in the East African nation, where three years ago a 
parliamentarian wrote a bill seeking the death penalty for homosexuals. This is the 
first time a play exploring homosexuality is being performed in Uganda, and the Brit- 
ish playwright and producers say they hope their work can help *normalize the gay 
character" in this conservative country. The play, titled “Тһе River and the Moun- 
tain," premiered last Friday at a little-known theater in the capital, Kampala, amid 
fears the police would raid the venue and stop production. Government officials had 
objected to the play and blocked it from being staged at Uganda's national theater.

My Hero Drug Dealer 


LAST MONTH, for the first time in 
my life, I called a drug dealer. I got his 
name through a neighborhood kid.Now 
before you go making nasty assumptions 
about me using an innocent kid to score 
drugs, let me fill you in on the backstory. 
My mother was diagnosed with advanced 
cancer about a month ago. When this type 
of thing happens you feel completely pow- 
erless and make every effort to take con- 
trol away from that bastard cancer. I read 
that marijuana is a miracle drug in treating 
chemo symptoms. So, while I can't cure 
cancer, І can get my mom stoned. I imme- 
diately started looking for a dealer. 

Ive never been into drugs. I smoked 
pot a few times in college, but all it did was 
make me want to eat pudding pops and 
watch reality TV. I never went out of my 
way to find pot. It was always offered to 
me. So, I had no idea how to find a dealer. 

At first, I didn't need one. My handy- 
man had a connection, who sold me a batch 
of pot brownies. My mom ate two and got 
stoned out of her gourd. She called me the 
next day and exclaimed, “I think I had what 
they call a 'trip.' It wasn't unpleasant. And I 
was filled with a sense of well-being." 

I asked my handyman for another 
batch, but he reported that his dealer had 
gone on vacation. 

“Drug dealers go on vacation?" I asked. 
Who knew? 

So, I approached a neighborhood teen- 
ager, thinking he'd set me up with whatever 
sleezeball sells drugs in the woods near the 
high school. But, instead, he responded, 
"Sure, my dad can take care of you." His 
dad? Apparently, drug dealer has turned 
into an acceptable middle-class profession. 

His dad owns a farm and marijuana is 
one of his more profitable crops. I called 
him and stumbled through a voicemail. 
“Му mom has cancer and I understand you 
might have some.....ummm...medicine to 
help her. Oh, and I'm not a cop. I promise." 

While waiting for a return phone call, 
my girlfriend, Wendy, and I spotted a bill- 


board for a head shop. “Т bet we can find 
drugs there!" I exclaimed. What we found 
were a lowlife with suspicious stains on 
his t-shirt and his pregnant, slack-jawed 
girlfriend whining that she needed a 
snack. He tossed her a bag of cheese doo- 
dles and eagerly volunteered to deliver the 
weed to my house. I gave him my phone 
number to schedule a delivery time. 

"Are you insane?" Wendy said as soon 
as we got into the car. "You just invited a 
drug dealer and his malnourished, bi-polar 
girlfriend to our house." For the next sev- 
eral days, he called incessantly. We would 
stare at the phone in terror each time it 
rang, expecting the dealer to hop through 
the receiver and cut our throats. I never re- 
turned the calls. 

Eventually, the kid's drug-farming dad 
called back, and left the following cryptic 
message, “Does your mother have peanut 
allergies? If not, stop by tonight." 

Wendy and I looked at each other in 
alarm. “Ро you think peanut allergies is 
code for something?" I asked. "If you don't 
answer it correctly, he'll think you're a narc 
and he'll cut your throat!" she warned. 

So I showed up at his house fairly cer- 
tain that I would be killed. Instead, he pre- 
sented me with a gift bag packed with pot- 
filled peanut butter cookies. “I put M&Ms 
on some of them,” he said, proudly point- 
ing at cookies that had been mangled by 
jamming M&Ms into the dough with his 
beefy fingers. I was stunned by his sweet- 
ness and even more surprised when he 
would not accept money. “Чо charge for 
cancer patients," he said. "It's my way of 
giving back to the community." 

This touched off a flood of emotion that 
had been building since my mother was 
diagnosed. I buried my face in my drug 
dealers chest and convulsed with sobs, 
while he stroked my hair. “She'll be OK,” 
he whispered. 

No, she won't. But thanks to him, she 
will be stoned, and for a few hours a day, 
life won't be unpleasant. O

OUR VOICES 


The Thing That Made You 


I remember looking down the length of the porch. 


THIS IS a picture of me sitting on the 
swing on Mama's porch. I’m five or six 
years old here. Those are azalea bushes in 
the yard behind me, and that's the house 
belonging to the neighbor who Mama calls 
"trash." There are a couple rocking chairs in 
the foreground-one for Deda, my grandpa. 
And one for Mama. 

Part of the front of the house is visible-it's 
a powder blue with white window shutters. I 
think my uncle helped paint it this color. The 
house was gray before. There, on the right 
side of the picture, that's the kinda-new bal- 
ustrade. White to match the window shutters. 
And there are some more azalea bushes. And 
part of the front yard. You can't see it in this 
picture, butifyou turned right from this view- 
point, you'd see a great big pine tree. 

"Tm gonna chop that tree down, Mama,” 
I used to say. And she'd let me take a butter 
knife outside so I could try. I made a little prog- 
ress every time I visited-until someone told 
me one day that the tree could feel the knife. 
Thatit hurt when I cutinto it. So I stopped. 

So anyway, there I am, sitting in my favor- 
ite place in the whole wide world, my swing, 
a little pudgy for my age, smiling my awful, 
too-forced goblin smile. 

Here is where I sat with Mama and Deda 
to smell the rain and watch thunderstorms. 


Mama taught me how to play gin rummy 
here over sweet tea and watermelon (she'd 
pick out the seeds for me). This swing was 
my space ship when I played astronaut. It was 
my Rolls Royce when I pretended I was rich. 
Td sit out here on Sunday afternoons, smell- 
ing my grandmother cooking Sunday dinner, 
listening to Deda tell stories and rhymes to 
anyone who'd listen. Га close my eyes to his 
voice, and I'd float away with his words. 

I sat here in a black suit after my grand- 
father died, quiet with the rest of the family 
while we waited for the limousines to take us 
to his funeral. And I sat here again after my 
mom died. My family was here, remember- 
ing those we lost, and appreciating those we 
still had around. 

"When Jerry was your age, he used to 
tell me he was going to build me a ten-story 
house one day," my grandmother said to me 
of my cousin, “Апа Timmy told me he'd give 
me a thousand dollars when he got rich," of 
my brother. “I don't need the house, but ГЇЇ 
take the thousand,” she joked. It was a story 
she'd tell a million times over, and we'd all 
listen as if we'd never heard it-not because 
we were being polite, but because we wanted 
to hear it. She'd brighten us up, even on the 
morning of her daughter's funeral, because 
thats who she was: a southern magnolia 


firecracker of a woman who put family first, 
herself second. My memories with her are 
tied to this swing. 

Тһе last time I ever sat here, on my 
swing, was in the autumn of my sophomore 
year. Mama was dead, and I was there to say 
goodbye. 

I remember looking down the length of 
the porch from my swing that final night- 
at Mama and Deda's rocking chairs, at the 
azalea bushes, at the pine tree that still bore 
the scars of my lumberjacking. It was now so 
empty, so void of life. Eerily quiet. 

I pushed off the ground to swing, and I 
closed my eyes. I pictured Mama and Deda 
with my mom, gossiping and playing cards. 
I imagined the smell of rain and the sound 
of thunder. I felt Mama's arms around me, 
consoling me after my mom's death. And for 
just the briefest moment, I was six years old 
again, smiling into a camera from my space 
ship. Swinging as high as I could go. With no 
end in sight. 

When I opened my eyes, the porch was 
still empty. There would be no more mem- 
ories here. This here, in this picture, this 
wooden swing hanging from Mama and 
Deda's porch-this is the thing that made me.
